Shown on Drawing No. 7508E by David R. Noyes entitled ‘‘A 
portion of Leighton Brook Acres.’’ (Not recommended by 
the Selectmen’ ~-- Right-of-Ways do not meet minimum re- 
quirements.) 


25. This is to petition the Selectmen to insert an Article in 
this 1980 Town Warrant to prohibit the proposed alteration of 
the Town Hall. Preliminary measures have been taken to have 
the Hall placed on the National Register of Historic Sites. 
Alteration of the building would preclude this honor. It is 
further petitioned that the Selectmen appoint and authorize 
a committee of five (5) to seek and effect measures necessary 
to make the building accessible to the handicapped, while 
preserving its architectural integrity.

30. To see if the Town will vote pursuant to RSA 155:1 to 
adopt the life safety code which is in effect at the time this 
Article is adopted and as amended from time to time as pro- 
mulgated by the State Fire Marshall. This code deals with life 
safety from fire and like emergencies. It covers construction, 
protection, and occupancy features to minimize danger to life 
from fire, smoke, fumes, or panic before the buildings are 
vacated. It specifies the number, size, and arrangement of exit 
facilities sufficient to permit prompt escape of occupants from 
buildings or structures in case of fire or other conditions dan- 
gerous to life. The code applies to factories, hotels, tenement 
houses, public buildings, school houses, places of assembly as 
defined in RSA 155:17 (I) and other buildings used as places 
of public resort. It does not apply to privately owned one 
family homes. 


31. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of 
RSA 154 relative to Firewards, Firemen, and Fire Hazards. 
This chapter delineates the powers and duties of the Fire Chief 
and other firemen and grants to the Fire Chief the authority 
to enforce local and state laws or rules and to inspect all build- 
ings. 


32. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to withdraw the sum of $5,000.00 and the accumulated interest 
thereon from Capital Reserve Fund to be used for the Tax Map. 


33. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen

SELECTMEN’S MESSAGE 


The Board of Selectmen functions as the towns executive 
branch and as the agents of the towns legislative branch THE 
TOWN MEETING. We can only exercise those powers speci- 
fically covered by statute, ordinance or by-law. In addition to 
these limitations on the Board of Selectmen’s authority, we 
must share municipal executive authority with the officers of 
the other boards, commissions, districts or precincts which 
function within the community. Ironically, however, Select- 
men seem expected to have a complete and final responsibility 
when responding to the irate citizens complaint. The Selectmen 
manage the prudential affairs of the town, and as adjucators 
are exempt from court control to the same extent as are other 
judicial officials. ; 


People are not forced to move to Epsom, but if they 
do they should expect the townspeople of Epsom to have 
enough foresight and concern to provide for the population 
growth that is inevitable. The amount of land we have in 
Epsom will not change - only the number of people using that 
land will change. We will see the number of people per acre 
increase in the next few years. 


In the old days a man’s neighbor was not near enough 
to see, besides he was too busy making a living and providing 
the bare necessities for his family, to concern himself too much 
with what his neighbor was doing. The idea of having the 
‘*‘Right-to-do-anything’’ with your property that you choose, 
is an erroneous one. This should be done in a manner that 
will enhance their mutual properties and not reduce their 
values. We should not affect our neighbor adversely. 


In this past year we have felt some advanced indications 
of growing pains - some real - some contrived. The Selectmen’s 
form of government is still the most democratic system where 
the towns people establish just how their tax money shall be 
spent and charge the Selectmen with enforcing the rules and 
laws that they have selected. 


The Selectmen’s actions are governed by the RSA Laws 
of the State and Planning and Zoning Laws of the Town. It 
is Our sworn duty to take what ever steps necessary to obtain 
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the proper legal interpretation of those laws and abide by them, 
whether we like them or not. If the townspeople are not 
satisfied with a Selectmen’s decision, they shall have the right 
of appeal, court action or amend the law. The Selectmen’s 
interpretation of the laws vary from town to town, depending 
on how the other town’s interpret the law with the help of their 


legal counsel.

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ROAD AGENT’S REPORT 


Throughout ‘‘79”’ the Highway Department has continued 
to identify, classify and solve in priority the many problems 
associated with Epsom’s roads. As was stated in the 1978 
report, it is important to point out again the basis upon which 
priorities are decided for the expenditure of money. The 
amount of traffic per day, the type of surface (gravel or tar), 
the type of problem, cost of maintenance or repairs, citizens’ 
input, and recommendations of the Selectmen are considerations 
for the basis of priority. 


The following are a few of ‘‘79’s’’ accomplishments: 


1) Center Hill Road was completely resurfaced which 
consisted of: 
a) 3 inch overlayment from the cemetery to 
Mountain Road 
b) Seal coated the entire road 


2) Seal coated the following: 
a) New Rye Hill 
b) New Orchard Hill 
c) Goboro Road TRA project 


3) Approximately 1000 feet of Swamp Road was 
improved 
a) culverts much too short were replaced with 
one culvert of correct length and diameter 
b) The drive surface was widened from less than 
15 feet without shoulders to 22 feet with shoulders 
c) The grade was brought up one foot 
d) The project will be completed this year with 3 inch 
mixed bituminous 


4) Water being a main concern in road maintenance, 
the Highway Department has spent much time opening 
old culverts and the installation of new. 


New pipe was installed on the following roads: 
a) Drolet Road 

b) White House Road 

c) Center Hill Road (2 places) 
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training of new CPR instructors was begun, and. one member 
became an EMT instructor. Plans for 1980 include training in 
advanced EMT - A modules concerning the use of Esophageal 
Airways, Mast Pants, and (possibly) IV Therapy. Free CPR 
courses will be offered in the spring to interested residents. The 
highlight of the year occurred on July 9, when the squad 
assisted at the delivery of a beautiful infant son to Ken and 
Linda Reader. 


The EFD Auxiliary had a busy year supporting the Fire 
Department and Town. Successful events included the Annual 
Holly Fair, July dance, Old Home Day 50/50 Raffle, and 
monthly bingo games. They were on call to supply food 
during emergencies and served over 75 mutual aid firemen dur- 
ing the controlled burn of the Circle Furniture warehouse. 
Support of town functions included donations to the Halloween 
parties and Little Red Wagon visit, as well as cooking and serv- 
ing the pancake breakfast on Old Home Weekend. 


The Auxiliary welcomes new members. The function of 
the EFD Auxiliary are to support the department in emergencies 
and to raise funds for new equipment. Any female resident of 
Epsom (at least eighteen years of age) is welcome to join; A 
fire department member in one’s family is not a prerequisite 
for membership. The members of the EFD Auxiliary wish to 
extend their sincere gratitude to all those who supported their 
efforts in 1979. 


I sincerely hope that the town approves by vote the 
adoption of RSA 154 and 155 for Epsom. These statutes re- 
spectively define the authority of the Fire Chief and allow for 
the inspection of ‘factories, tenements, schoolhouses, and places 
of public accomodation, resort, or assembly’ so ‘as not to en- 
danger the health and safety of persons who may occupy them.’ 
Many towns have already adopted these laws, which are meant 
to reduce the incidence and degree of damage and personal in- 
jury caused by fire. 


The most important natural resource of this or any town 
is the people who live here; the Epsom Fire Department is 
fortunate to have so many of these dedicated men and women 
in its fire and rescue companies and auxiliary. Future growth 
will dictate the need for a full time fire department, but, for 
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now, I am proud to be the Chief of a volunteer department 
which has tried to provide the best possible protection of per- 


sons and property for almost fifty years.

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LIBRARY REPORT 


The past year has been a busy one at the Epsom Public 
Library. It has become more and more evident that a Library 
provides the public with a variety of services in addition to 
being a source of books. 


Several exhibits and demonstrations have been held dur- 
ing the year including dried flower arranging, wreath making, 
berry bowl assembling and stamp collecting.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT 


During 1979, this department has experienced some 
increase in activity and services rendered. The department 
handled 2043 telephone calls. There were 84 criminal cases 
during the year as well as 42 automobile accidents that were 
covered by this department. In covering the above cases and 
other related police activities, 1703 hours were paid by the 
department. The auxiliary officers also contributed a lot of 
hours to the department. All officers contributed training 
hours as well as time doing reports. 


The cruiser was driven 16,000 miles, private vehicles 
were driven 1,426 miles.

At the end of 1979, the department has eight officers 
available to handle calls and to provide service. 


At the present time there are two afternoon shifts which 
are not covered. All other shifts are scheduled and are usually 
covered. 


In October, we started using Merrimack County Dis- 
patch for telephone and radio dispatching. The number of 
calls and the amount of time required to handle the telephone 
and radio dispatching had increased to the point where it was 
too great a burden to be properly handled in a private residence. 
The ‘Merrimack County Dispatch provides 24 hour coverage on 
the police phone as well as on the radio. 


The new equipment purchased with the gift money is all 
in service. All officers have identical weapons, leather equip- 
ment, and rain gear. The communications equipment is in 
service and providing excellent communications. 
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The department is still working on crime prevention 
programs. (Note that even with an increase in the number of 
criminal cases, the total dollar loss was about one half of the 
loss experienced in 1978. About 15% of the 1979 loss has been 


recovered. )

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REPORT OF EPSOM FIRE DEPARTMENT FOR 1979 


The Epsom Fire Department responded to 218 calls in 
1979, ranging from water problems to structure fires. Extended 
quiet periods (only seven runs in April) contrasted periods of 
hectic activity (29 calls in August). Six calls were answered in 
a thirty hour period which began late New Years Eve, including 
a brush fire, auto accident, three medicals, and a structure 
fire. 


There was, fortunately, only one structure fire during the 
year in Epsom, which destroyed a one-car garage. Two mobile 
homes were heavily damaged by partition fires. In spite of the 
dry weather throughout the year, only seven minor brush fires 
occured. Despite the ever increasing use of wood stoves and 
fireplaces, the number of chimney fires dropped from 1978. 
Numerous mutual aid calls were answered as Northwood 
alone suffered twelve major structure fires in 1979. 


Services provided aside from fire emergencies included 
pumping out flooded cellars, rescuing dogs from the river, de- 
monstrations of equipment and technique, and extinguishing 
non-permit fires. Residents are reminded that, by state law, a 
permit is always required to burn brush unless the ground is 
covered with snow. 162 wood stove installations were in- 
spected during the year to satisfy fire insurance requirements. 
Any resident who would like to arrange an inspection of their 
wood stove may contact any fireman, who will relay the 
message to the appropriate officer. 


An excellent opportunity for practicing many facets of 
fire fighting arose in late July when the Circle Furniture ware- 
house was destroyed in a controlled burn. Ten mutual aid com- 
pact towns practiced water supply, venting, interior attack, 
search & rescue, and aerial and deluge fire fighting techniques. 


The Rescue Squad answered 79 calls for medical aid, 
as well as twenty motor vehicle accidents and standby runs 
during fire emergencies. Numerous mutual aid calls were 
answered with the Air Cascade and Jaws of Life. Public service 
functions included the monthly blood pressure clinic and a free 
flu clinic in October. The squad improved itself during the year 
in various ways: One member became a paramedic student;

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Notes on above items: 


Training & pay; the fire department is proposing paying fire- 
men ($3.00 per hour) and officers ($3.50 per hour) for drills, 
training, and work details (not for emergencies). It is hoped 
that this will offset the expense of baby sitters and transport- 
ation and provide a small incentive for better numbers of fire- 
men participating in the constant but necessary maintenance of 
equipment, facilities, and techniques. Pay would be given 
monthly based on number of hours worked and active status. 


Fire alarm dues may increase if the management of the dis- 
patch system shifts from Concord Fire Department to the 
Mutual Aid Compact of Towns, in which case the member 
towns would have more influence on protocol. 


Petroleum products and maintenance costs have obviously in- 
creased. One area in which the department is very fortunate is in 
having an excellent mechanic, John Sawyer, who has devoted 
hundreds of hours of personal time to preventative care and 
maintenance of firetrucks. The Department proposes to pay 
Deputy Sawyer an annual salary of $600 from the vehicle main- 
tenance budget. It is estimated that labor costs for vehicle 
maintenance would have cost $3500 last year at typical garage 
mechanic rates. $1000 has also been earmarked for replace- 
ment of a governor pressure relief valve on one of our pumpers. 


The station needs a coat of paint this year, and replacement 
of the office ceiling. Consummable medical supplies, including 
oxygen, are increasing in cost. Most of the radio costs are to 
repair old Am radio gear, which have been phased out of ser- 
vice. Maintenance, repair, refilling, and testing of breathing 
apparatus and chemical extinguishers is more expensive; the 
department has increased its stock from four to eight dry pow- 
der and none to two CO2 extinguishers, and from four masks 
and ten air tanks to ten masks and 21 tanks.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST FIRE SERVICE 


Prevention and control of forest fires is handled through 
a cooperative effort between town/city fire organizations and 
the State Forest Fire Service. 


Since 1903, when the first forest fire laws were passed by 
our Legislature, the State Forester has appointed someone in 
each municipality as a Forest Fire Warden and charged him with 
the responsibility of forest fire prevention and control within 
his town/ city. This person may ask the State Forester to 
appoint as many Deputy Forest Fire Wardens as may neces- 
sary to effieciently carry out his charge. 


The State Forester has divided the State into ten forest 
fire districts with a full time District Forest Fire Chief in each 
district. The State organization is charged with assisting the 
municiple forest fire organization in any way possible. 


State personnel conduct fire training schools, assist with 
forest fire suppression, fire cause investigation, prosecution of 
fire law violators and forest fire prevention programs. Forest 
fire suppression equipment is purchased through State bulk 
purchasing ability and sold to local forest fire organizations at 
one-half cost. Excess military property is obtained and turned 
over to town/city fire departments at no cost to local depart- 
ments for conversion into fire suppression units. This cooper- 
ative arrangement between State and municipality has resulted 
in one of the best forest fire records in the United States 
with less than one-half acre of woodland burned in each fire 
reported.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


The major subdivision as proposed by Epsom Associates, 
known as Epsom Heights, was settled out of court with satis- 
factory agreements between their attornies and our Town 
Counsel. Problem lots were increased in size, thus reducing the 
proposed 72 lot subdivision to 53 lots. 


Two other major subdivisions were also presented to the 
Planning Board for consideration. A 15 lot subdivision, known 
as Ridgewood Circle, was given preliminary approval. Further 
engineering study was requested. 


The plans for a 45 lot subdivision, known as Leighton 
Brook Acres Extension, was returned to the developer. The 
Board requires an engineers study of the water run-off of the 
proposed project and how it will affect the existing portion of 
Leighton Brook Acres subdivision. 


A public hearing was held on September 6, 1979, at the 
Town Hall, regarding the addition to the present building of 
Elwood O. Wells, Post 112, American Legion. Satisfactory 
agreements and settlements were made in regards to the build- 
ing addition and to the boundary dispute between the old 
school lot and the Webster Park land. 


An updating of the Town’s existing Zoning Ordinance, 
for the purpose of making clear the terms and intended mean- 
ings of its various articles and sections, is being presented to 
the voters for action. 


The Planning Board is asking the Town to raise $6,000.00 
for the purpose of completing a Town Master Plan. If ap- 
proved, the Town will negotiate a contract with the Central 
New Hampshire Regional Planning Commission for its com- 
pletion within an 18 month period. Recent court rulings re- 
quire towns to have a Master Plan before implementing growth 
control ordinances. 


The Planning Board held public hearings on the first 
Tuesday of every month and held regular board meetings the 
last Tuesday of every month. All meetings are open to the 
public.

The Concord Regional Visiting Nurse Association, Inc., 
continued to service Epsom for the fourth year. They have 
provided skilled nursing care for anyone sick in the home, 
especially those needing continuity of care after discharge from 
the hospital. They are available to give hypodermic injections, 
change surgical dressings, and do other treatments prescribed 
by the attending physician. When indicated, family members 
have been instructed to give care between the nurse’s visits. 
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Special services; such as, physical therapy, speech therapy, 
occupational therapy, and nutritional guidance have been given 
by the special staff and consultants in order to assist with the 
rehabilitation of an acute or chronic illness. 


When family members are unable to supply all the needed 
care, a staff of homemaker-home health aides are available to give 
physical care, do light housekeeping, and assist with meal plan- 
ning and meal preparation. 


The nurses are delighted to advise new and expectant 
mothers in the care of themselves and their babies. They are also 
glad to work with families and individuals on normal nutrition, 
sickness, and accident prevention. 


Anyone in Epsom may request these services — doctor, 
family, pastor, friend, or the patient himself. Patients are also 
referred by clinics and other agencies. All calls are answered, 
but continuing care can be provided only under a doctor’s 
orders. 


A call to the Concord Regional Visiting Nurse Association, 
Inc., (224-4093) between the hours of 8 a.m. and 4 p.m. is all 
that is necessary to start services or make inquiries. Saturday, 
Sunday, and Holiday calls are only made when there is serious 
illness. Fees may be scaled to those unable to pay the entire 
amount.

A combination resource and reading room have been 
created to provide children with special needs the necessary 
skills and programs they require. Our library has been made 
available to students throughout the week with the efforts of 
our library-aid and community volunteers. The library has 
received many donated books this year from the community. 
These are greatly appreciated. We have also received Title IV 
funds to help equip the library. 


Teachers are continuing committee work with other 
teachers in Supervisory Union No. 53. The committees are de- 
veloping minimum competency tests and math and reading 
continuums. 


The School Board has appointed an Energy/Present Use 
of School Committee, and a Curriculum committee. Members 
of these committees are community members, parents, Board 
members and Central School staff members. The task of these 
committees is to assess the present school situation and make 
helpful recommendations to improve the school. Many sug- 
gestions have come forth to help us save energy, make recom- 
mendations for changes needed to meet the laws for handicap- 
ped children, and improve our existing curriculum offerings. 


Our extra-curricular program is successful in providing 
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challenges for our children in team sports, newspaper club, 
yearbook club and in other areas above and beyond the existing 
curriculum. We continue to send our children in grades 5 - 8 
to the Concord YMCA for Physical Education. 


Last summer the exterior surfaces, hallways, bathrooms, 
and some classrooms of the Epsom Central School were painted. 
Since that time, community volunteers have helped us to con- 
tinue our painting project. This coming summer we will finish 
this endeavor. 


Temporary renovations were made during the summer to 
accomodate this year’s programs and students. Office locations 
for the nurse, secretary and principal were changed; the library 
was moved to the portable unit and the music room/auditorum 
was converted into two third grade classrooms. Temporary 
walls were installed to provide separate instructional areas 
both in the main building and in the portable unit. 


We, at the Epsom Central School, continue to strive to- 
ward providing the best possible education for the children of 
Epsom. We all realize that the future rests in our younger gen- 
erations’ hands. 


I, personally, would like to thank our volunteers and 
other community members for their continued support.
